JIROKEX PLKDGES. 

A day or two ago we stated that the 
cofferdam contract slioulcl never have 
been let at all, and added tliat a con- 
tract, |(?r tli(j erection of a scnflblding 
around a building befori; tho latter had 
been commenced would liave been as 
sensible a step. Yesterday tlio Slan- 
dard quoted the first half of our remark 
but suppressed the addition. This is in 
keeping with the Government's tactics. 
Small-fry politicians are given to such 
tricks. They aro indecent and dis- 
creditable; but tlicy serve their pur- 
pose in the absence of a single ar- 
gument in defence of tiio Covcrnmcut 
for giving out tho cofl'ordani by day- 
work. It is acknowledged by the 
Standard that tho vigorous u.ssaults of 
this journal have whipped the Govern- 
ment into activity and life. Thny slejjt 
thirteen months over tho dam Jund 
would have continued to .slumber for 
thirteen years if public opinion as ex- 
pressed through tho columns of The 
Colonist had not movctl them to a 
sense of duty. Because, in the half- 
dazed state in which they found tliem- 
selvea when hauled from their patent 
spring mattresses and placed on their 
feet the Government have made fools 
of themselves, is no fault of ours. If 
they- have involved the country in a 
$150,000 lawsuit and violated a stat- 
ute in giving the most important public 
work in the Province out by dny-work, 
they have only themselves to blame. 
Unfortunately the country will be tho 
sufferer and will have to foot the bill. 
Long before the full effects of his poli- 
cy shall have been developed the 
Premier liopes to gain a coveted scat 
on the Bench; tlie Finance Minister 
will have been provided with comfort- 
able quarters in some other direction, 
and the Provincial Secretary will bo 
left to bear the full weight of re- 
sponsibility for a policy in the shaping 
of which we feel persuaded he has had 
very little to do. None need bo sur- 
prised that our contemporary makes no 
effort to excuse the conduct of the (iov- 
ernment. In fact, it as much as admits 
that the act is indefensible and cannot 
be justified by precedent. We go 
further and assert that the course of 
the Administration is contrary to law, 
that it is opposeil to tho oxjn-essotl 
wishes of the Legislature, and that it 
cannot bo reconciled with the i)ledges 
and professions of the Government or 
their supporters in or out of tho House. 
One would have imagined that in this 
young Province the experience of older 
countries would liave been accepted ns 
evidence of tho unsuitability of tho 
day-work .system in the execution of 
public works. Where can a jjarallel 
instance bo quoted in Britisii North 
Americal In all the Provinces every 
public work of importance is given out 
by contract. In Canada even the pub- 
lic printing is executed by tender. 
Longprior to Confederation a portion of 
the public work was performeil by the 
day; but the .system was abrogated 
because it was found to be more ex- 
pensive than the contract system, and 
because it was proved that the money 
expended was applied in such a manner 
as to constitute a corruption fund by 
means of which constituencies wore 
carried over and over again by Gov- 
ernment favorites em[)loyed on the 
jobs. On the Intei'colonial and Pacific 
Rulways the rails, culverts and bridges 
are laid and constructed by contract. 
The road-beds are graded b^' the same 
method. The Welland Canal is being 
enlarged by contract. Tlic drydock at 
Quebec is in cour.se of constru(;tion by 
contract. Tlio Imperial Cinvernnienfc, 
(which lias had an experience (ixtcnd- 
ing over many centuries) does not order 
a biscuit, a pound of beef or a vege- 
table, and scarcely allows the most 
trivial expenditure for repairs on tlie 
Dockyard buildings at Esquimalt, with- 
out tenders having been tirst asked in 
the most public manner. At Nanainio 
in the great coal mines the day-work 
system in the construction of tramways, 
wharves and roads has been abandoned 
and the contract system sut)stituted as 
cheaper and more expeditious. Nearly 
every house erected within these cor- 
porate limits was built by contract for 
the same reason. It Las remained 
for this twopenny-ha'penny Govern- 
ment of ours, with an empty treasury 
and a rapidly shrinking revenue, to in- 
augurate a system of executing tlie 
public works that has been over and 
over again shown to be expensive and 
inetficient and corrupting in its ten- 
dencies. We made tiie assertion Thurs- 
day and we i-epeat it now, that the 
Government have undertaken to com- 
plete the cofferdam by day's work 
in.. :the hope of securing votes at 
the next general election which their 
own consciences must tell them is por- 
tontuously near. No other construe 
tion.can be placed on tiieir change 
oiE policy and opinion. There is no 
other way in which to account for the 
sudden manner in which tliey have 
"turned about and wheeled about and 
jumped Ji.M Crow." We are prepared 
to show fron"! the tiles of the Go\-ern- 
raent organ that one of the chief counts 
in tho bill of indictment that the pres- 
ent Government drew up against the 
Elliott Government was an alleged 
violation by the latter of the conti act 
system and the Public Work.s Act, 
the very things of which tiiey have 
themselves been guilt\'. In the House 
on the 29th of March,' 1S78, the pres- 
ent Finauce Minister moved as follows : 
"Whereas clause 27th of tho 'Public 
AVorks Act, 1872,' provides tliat 'It shall 
bo the duty of tlio Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works to invito tenders by 
public advertisement, or when sucli a 
course is impracticable, tlien by public 
notice, for tho construction and repair 
of all Public Works, except in case oj-piess- 
itig emergenotj where delay imdd be injuri- 
ous .tpifhe public interesi., orJidiere ffom the 
nature of tlie icork H can he' more expedi- 
ttoHihj and ecommically executed hj the

Such was tlio way potitious were re- 
ceived in 1871 by the Government 
which in 1879 eagerly seizes ui)0u a 
letter signed by " our loading business 
men " as justifying tliem in the per- 
petration of an illegality and a usurpa- 
tion of tho ])o\vers of the House. Tho 
Government is re.sponsibln to tho 
House, ami not to "our leading busi- 
ness men." The House, in its turn, is 
responsible to the body of electors at 
large, and from what we can see the 
House is preparing to deal with tho Gov- 
ernmental law breakers as they deserve.

Who will say that the cofferdam work 
is one of such "pressing emergency" or 
that its award by contract would have 
involved "delay." If, on the day tho 
Government declared Reed BnoTnERS 
it Co. 's plant forfeited, they had em- 
ployed a gang of men to proceed with 
the work of construction they might 
have pleaded "pressing emergency" 
with some chance of hiducing people to 
believe it But they dela^-ed commenc- 
ing two weeks. When they had receiv- 
ed tenders and availed themselves of 
tho information contained in those ten- 
ders and picked the contractors' brains 
liko so many M'alnuts they decided to 
do tho work themselves by the day! 
Therefore they cannot plead "pressing 
emergency" as the successful contractor 
would have commenced tho "work as 
soon and executed it at a less cost than 
the Govermiient. Tho alternative 
proposition — "or whore from tho na- 
ture of the work it can be more expe- 
ditiously and economically executed by 
tho oj/icers and nervaiitu of the drparl- 
nient" — cannot be pleaded either, for 
the reason that out of thirty or forty 
men now employed on tho dam onli/ one 
was an "ofiicer or servant of the 
(Public Works) Department" previous 
to Tuesday morning. So much for tlie 
illegality of the position taken by tho 
Government. When 'the* last general 
election for the Local House was pend- 
ing the Minister of Finance stood for 
re election in this city. In his pub- 
lislied address he stated: 

"Tho existing stfttutoiy principle that 
tho Public Works of tho Province should, 
as far as practicablo, bo carried out bj' 
contract, arid which has been ejieiuirelii 
ignored by the present Governuund, I sluill, 
if elected, endeavor to enforce." 

In a speech delivered on the 29th 
April in the Theatre the .same gentle- 
man said ; 

"Only 870,000 contract work had been 
done last year out of an expenditure of 
8180,000, that -525,000 of tho §70,000 had 
been contracts awarded by tho Walkem 
Government, thus leaving §45,000 a.s tlio 
total of contract work done by tlio Elliott 
Government last year. Thin icas in direct 
violation of the Statute." 

In speaking to his resolution (ipioteil 
above) Mr. Beaven said, 

"The Elliott Govornment had not only 
violated a Statute of the Province, but 
had grossly violated a resolution'fof -tho 
House." 

In seconding ^Ir. 13eave.\'.s resolu- 
tion Mr. Walkem, present Premier, 
said: 

"The Government and tlioir support- 
ers might agree to vote tlie resolution 
down, but they (tho Opposition) n-oulil 
have the sat i.^faction of leuvinrj those tjentle- 
iiieii'.s names recorded as ii2>endin<j larye suins 
indisciiminutelji in localities icliere the 
difjicvlties complained of by thehtni. gentle- 
man did not exist.

FiBB Inquest. — An inquest to ascertain 
tho cause of the fire which destroyed Mr. 
Copeland's residence on Quebec street, 
James Bay, on tho night of the 1st inst., 
was hold yesterday afternoon before Hon. 
A. F. Peniberton. Tho jui-y was com- 
posed of the following citizens : A. B. 
Gray (foreman), C. E. Redfem, J. Wark, 
T. F. Swariwick and Alex. Watson. Wit- 
nesses having been heard tho owner of the 
premises stated that although ho believed 
there were persons in tho town who had 
expressed regret that ho vJiad not been 
burned with hia house he was unable to 
point directly to any individual whom ho 
had sufficient reason to suspect of incen- 
iliarism. From tho evidence adduced it 
appeared that tho property wasinsurod for 
$1300. The verdict was "That there is no 
evidence to show how the lire originated, 
nor is there any evidence of design or 
neglect. " 

TuK C.\LKi)ONiAN riCNn,'. — This annual 
event takes place to-day at tho St.

She reports 
the Indians of the West Coast quiet and 
brings no other news of interest. 



Tiro Testerday 'Uotslne. 

At about 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
smoke wa.? discovered to bo issuing from 
the store occupied by Sir. D. Heal, tin- 
smith, in the brick building known 
Moody's Hall, situate on the Northwest 
comer of Yates and Broad streets. An 
alarm was turned on at the Tiger Engine 
Co. 's house by Mr. W.Marks, who first 
noticed the smoke, and by Special Officer 
Black, and the Department was quickly 
in attendance. The Tiger Co.'s hand- 
engine threw tho first stream of water on 
the burning building, and when it became 
known that tho fire , was of a serious 
nature, a general alarm ifvas i-soiin'ded 
and both tho steam engines were taken 
out and stationed at tho tank on tho cor- 
ner of Govorninoiit and Yates streets, the 
Tiger Co. getting ilieir engine to work a 
little (juickor than the Deluge Co. Con- 
siJorablo dilliculty was experienced in 
ascertaining tho exact locality of tho fire, 
as for some time volume of snioko were 
issuing from ovory outlet in tho building, 
but no llamcs could bo seen. It was 
eventually discovered that the lire uxiated 
between tho coiling of Mr. Heal's Htore 
and the floor of the room above, which was 
torinorly used as the North Pacific Stock 
Board-room. Tho energies of the fii-emen 
wore thereforo directed to this part of the 
structure, and after the ilanios had been 
combatted for about half an hour they 
were thorougly subdued not, however, 
before they hud consumed a eousidurable 
portion of the tloor. Mr. Ueal's .stock, 
which fortunately consisted of non-coiu- 
buatiblo matter, being principally tinware 
and stoves, was removed to the o])pcjsite 
side of tho street. Mr. A. B. Cooke, 
druggist, who occupies the reuiainiiig 
apartnieiita of the upper .storey as a reai- 
(IsucOjWas awakened by officer Bhick when 
the building was discovered to be on fire, 
and although tho snioko was very dense 
cli'cctcd hia escape with Mra. Cuoko in 
safety. Hia furniture was (l:uiia^L-d tu 
tho extent of 85U0 by water and .smoke, 
but his stock in tlio drug store below was 
comparatively uninjured. Sir. (ioldiny, 
whose fruit and candy store is in thebuild- 
ing and fronts on Broad street, was fortu- 
nate enough with tho asaistanco of the 
firoinon and others to remove his stock 
before it had received any material 
damage. The entire building, which i.s 
owned by Mr. J. Moody, is insured in the 
Imperial Co. for §2,000, an amount wliioh 
will more tlian cover tho loss sustained. 
Mr. Cooke's furniture was insured in tho 
Royal oflice for $800, so that liis loss will 
also be covered, and Mr. ne.al'.s stock was 
insured in the Northern Uo.'s cflice for 
8;?,000. Tho damage to the stock by 
smoke and breakage has not yet been 
definitely stjitod; but it will not exceed 
Ji,000. Mr. Oliver's building, occupied 
by Mr. Jos. Heywood, is reported to have 
been slightly damaged by water, and a 
claim has boon made on llie Royal office 
in which it is insured. 

Makine. — Tho British ship Indian 
Chief, Capt. Frazer, forty-five days from 
Callao, arrived in Royal Eoada yesterday 
morning, ^^and will proceed to-day in tow 
of the steamer Etta YHiite to Hastings 
Mills, Burrard Inlet, there to load lumber 
for Capo Town. Capt. Fra/.er reports 
that when he left Callao there were 200 
vessels in port awaiting cargoes or orders. 
The ships Pride of England aiul Magna 
Chartar and the bark Napier ajiiled for 
this port about tho same time as the 
Indian Chief, and may be expected to 
arrive shortly... The steamer Beaver loft 
Royal Roads yesterday morning for De- 
parture Bay, having in tow tho bark Lou 
Nicolas, to load Wellington coal for San 
Francisco...

Ho was personally de- 
sirous of suing for peace but was dis- 
suaded by his ministers. Fort Chelms- 
ford and Fort C'realock have been 
abandoned. Onethousand Zulus crossed 
the Tugela river on tho 25th June, 
killed two men and six women and 
burned several kraals and captured a 
number of cattle.

Halifax, 10. — -The purser and boat's 
crew of the steamship State of Vir- 
ginia has landed at Sherbrooke.

The Prince of Wales, who for some 
years past has been on the high tide 
of popularity, has recently given great 
umbrage to Somersetshire and Cornish 
tenantry by rescinding a decision to re- 
duce their rents — on account of the 
present hard times — -by 25 per cent. 
Tho poor Prince is placed in rather an 
awkward nositionj his mother's nig- 
gardliness and his own lavish expendi- 
ture have combined to involve hitn' 
tremendously in debt. I am told on 
good authority that his Royal High- 
ness is indebted to London tradesmen 
alone in tho sum of £2,500,000. Of 
cour.sc, the heir apparent can obtain 
unlimited credit; all his creditors are 
sure of their luone^ sooner or later, 
and even in the event of his death be- 
fore his accesssion to the throne, there 
is no doubt of their being paid in full. 
Still the claims upon his pur.se are 
most ])ressing, and the question of 
"ways and means," which many a poor- 
er man lias lately had to take moat ser- 
iously into consideration, has not been 
without significance to the future King 
of England Tdost of ihe gentry and 
noblemen of England liave lately 
thought it their duty or policy to foro- 
r;o a considerable portionof their income 
to those who till their laiul.s. Tho 
Duke of Bedford has remitted 50 per 
cent on his rents, which is a clear loss 
of .£70,000 a year to him. Whateverthe 
faults of the Prince of Wales may be, 
stinginess could never be justly ascrib- 
ed to him, and very dire must have been 
the necessity which could have induced 
him to alter tho determination ho had 
come to, to follow the example of so 
many leading peers and gentry in sacri- 
ficing a portion of their income to the 
pressing needs of the distracted and 
disheartened English farmers. — Lotv-

Forged Bank of|jEnglaiid notes are 
said to have been recently put into 
wide circulation in Paris and on the 
Continent generally by a gang of Eng- 
lish shar]jers, some of whom have been 
arrested by the Paris police. 

There is a man at ]5res<^nt in Porta- 
ilown, named John Taylor, says the 
Armagh Guardian, who has attained 
the extraordinary age of 110 years. 
He was born on the Isfc of July, 1769, 
at Grange, a few miles from Porta 
down. 

William ( loui'lay, rlt'i k of Oswald- 
wistle Local Board, has been discov- 
ered in defalcations amounting to §200,- 
000, and extending over a period of 
twelve years. He is a Scotchman and 
was at one time editor of tlie Black- 
burn Stuwhtrd. 

A case of child murder lias lieeii 
causing considerable excitement at 
E.tter. Annie Sooke, a widow, was 
arrested and charged with the crime. 
At first she denied all knowledge of it, 
but subseciuently she madi? a full con- 
fession. She stated that the child was 
asleep in the cradle, and she put a pil- 
low on its face and it died without 
crying once. She then put it in a box 
and afterwards cut it up, first cutting 
its throat with a icnife and then using 
a chopper. In the night she took the 
body in a [larcel to the river, but 
fancying some one was coming, .she 
walked to the mill leat and threw 
the body in there. As she threw 
it in the parcel came undone, and this 
is how it was that several limbs were 
found in different parts o£ the stream. 
When shown some knives, the prisoner 
selected one as that with which she cut 
tho child's throat. 

Of the death of the Prince Imperial, 
"oflicials," says a London correspondent 
"no less than the independent members 
conlemn in fierce terms the foolhardi- 
ness of sending the young men from the 
camp, and their fatal folly of smoking 
cigarettes in a mealio field in nn 
enemy's country'. Lord Beaconsfield 
attributes it to the same mistaken con- 
fidence that lost us Isandula." An- 
other correspondent says: — "Part of 
the sympathy turns to indignation at 
the manner in which a war is being 
conducted which from Isandula to the 
death of the Prince luis been a series 
of surprises for our side. The same 
message which records the death of the 
heir of the Napoleons tells also of 
another surprise in Basutoland 
leading to the m.issacring of our men 
in their tout.s. It would seem as if 
everybody in South Africa was taking 
things so lightly and leisurely and con- 
temptuously as to omit tho few precau- 
tions which aro absolutely necessary. 
The only battle which was not a sur- 
prise was Ginglihovo, and the relief of 
Ekowe is the only satisfaction that bus 
occurred sines war was declared." If 
this sort of thing goes on much longer 
we shall be sending out officorsand men 
to simple butchery.

At Brighton lately a man sued tho

The Guild is to be managed by a con.- 
raittee made up of representatives of 
the church and stage. 

A number 0? Conservative Peers and 
members of Parliament ha^ e privately 
convoyed to Lord Beaco'.isfield their 
desire that the Government should 
agree to the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to consider the jiresent 
condition of agriculture. The Premier 
has already stated that he does not 
think that an inquiry would be of any 
use, aud a similar view was expressed 
by Sir S. Northcote in the House of 
Commons. It is quite probable that 
after all, iiowever, the Government 
will except the proposal for a Commis- 
sion.

Says tho London Times: — Within 
the present generation, and mainly dur- 
ing the present decade, n»nrly all tho 
great geographical j:roblems left us by 
our adventurous ancestors have been 
solved; ■ all the great lines of explora- 
tion have been taken up and worked 
out with a success that leaves to the 
future only tho details to fill in. The 
North- West Passage was completed 
more than a quarter of a century ago; 
the Australian interior has been crossed 
and recrossed within tho past few 
years ; several bright lines now break 
up the once mysterious darkness, of the 
" Dark Continent."
